Washington, D. C., March 5.—[{Special.}— 
Official steps have been taken by the state 
of Illinois to attack the validity of $82,000,000 
in Alton railroad bonds issued by E. H. Har- 
riman and his associates when they “ reor- 
gatiged” the Chicago and Alton railroad 
company. The interstate commerce com- 

has received an application from 
Wiliam H. Stead, attorney general of the 
state of Illinois, asking for a complete tran- 
gript of all testimony taken by the inter- 
state commerce commission in its hearing 
at New York regarding the Chicago and 
Alten railroad. As was shown the latter 
of last week, the testimony tended to 
ghow that bonds had been issued direct to 
the syndicate and not in return for money, 
, or labor. 

If the fact brought out in the evidence is es- 
tablished it will enable the state of Illinois to 
ettack the securities and probably to tumble 
about the head of Edward H. Harriman the 
house of cards he has constructed in such 
4 magic manner within the last few years. 

The interstate commerce commission has 
begun to comply with the request of the at- 
torney general of Illinois, which was made, 
it appears, under the special direction of 
Gov. Deneen. There is an immense amount 
of testimony to be transcribed, and pages 
upon pages of shorthand notes will have to 
be put into typewritten form. When that 
ip done the book of testimony will be trans- 
mitted to the Illinois authorities, and it will 
be up to them to determine whether or not 
the testimony justifies proceedings to declare 
yoid the whole issue or possibly even to pros- 
eeute the officials who are responsible. 


Commissioner Harlan Points Way. 


It was perhaps fortutnate for the people 
of Hlincls that Commissioner Harlan of the 
interstate commerce body came from that 
state. When the testimony of Mr. Harri- 
man was supplemented by that of Controller 
Hilliard and others it was seen that the 
lesue of bonds by the Chicago and Alton 
feorganization committee without the slight- 
est pretense of quid pro quo probably im- 
pained their validity. It was Commissioner 
Harlan himeelf who read at the hearing the 
following section of the Illinois constitu-

JURY COMPLETED 
IN IROQUOIS CASE. 


Presentation of Evidence in 
Trial of Will J. Davis for 
Manslaughter Will 
Begin Today. 


BIG CROWD IN COURTROOM 


Long Drawn Out Legal Contest 
Assured, Judging from the 
Number of Witnesses to 
Be Examined. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT | 

Danville, Ill,, March 5.—[Special.]—The last 
of twelve men who will hear the evidence in 
Will J. Davis’ manslaughter case on trial in 
Judge Kimbrough’s court was chosen to- 
night at the close of the second day's session. 

After the story of the Iroquois theater fire 
is told in the morning by Attorney George T. 
Buckingham, special counsel for the state, 
and the part Mr. Davis had to play in thé 
conditions that brought about the sacrifice of 
596 lives, is explained the actual presenta- 
tion of evidence will begin. 

Mrs. Maude Jackson, whose daughter Viva 
was killed in the fire, will be the first witness, 
unless lawyers for the defense by some move, 
which they refuse to divulge tonight, man- 
age to block the story which this woman in 
black is ready to tell. After that police and 
firemen will go on the stand, and the great 
battle of the defense to keep out this testi- 
mony will begin. 


Jury Satisfactory to All. 
The entire session was taken up with the 


work of getting four men to add to the eight ° 


selected on Monday. Twenty-four men were 
examined from the new panel, the questions 
being more minute and severe than asked on 
the first day. Both sides tonight expressed 
themselves ag satisfied with the jury, which 
is composed of eight farmers, a miner, a 
blacksmith, and two merchants. The com- 
plete jury is as follows:

Voted to Convict Rioters. 


It developed today that Robert Jagegers, 
a farmer from 8Sidell township who was 
accepted the first day, was a member of the 
jury which sent twenty-three rioters to the 
penitentiary three years ago. This was the 
case which State’s Attorney John W. Kees- 
lar prosecuted so successfully. It is possible 
that today one or more of the jurors will be 
removed. 

Mr. Barbour tonight sent word to Chicago 
recalling the subpoenas for the witnesses 
expected to come here on Thursday or F'ri- 
day Enough witnesses are on hand now to 
last all week and the remaining 200 will be 
called on as wanted. 

The courtroom was jammed with men anx- 
ious to see the big Chicago trial in action. 
It did not appear to attract women, as only 
one wandered in. durihg the day. 

Mr. Davis took an active part in the work of 
selecting a jury. His eye searched the face 
of every man that stepped to the box in 
answer to the monotonous call of the court 
clerk. His white head always was bent in 
conference with his attorneys, Levy Mayer 
and Joseph B. Mann, when it came time to 
take a man or cast him out. 


Mann Chief Questioner. 


Mr. Mann, as on Monday, did most of the 
questioning for the defense. With legs 
crossed, revealing congress boots, whiskers 
working up and down in an effort to dispose 
of the large twist which he put into his 
mouth at intervals, never failing to hit the 
jurors’ spittoon at @ distance of ten feet, he 
was a fascinating sight, and “ George ”’ and 
“Tom” and “Jim” on the jury appeared 
to find him the most comforting person in the 
room to talk to. Mr. Mayer disconcerted 
them, and their voices sunk into their boots 
when they’ tried to answer his questions. 

When noon adjournment came little prog- 
There were still eight 
men in the box, and the defense found four 
satisfactory. After dinner Mr. Keeslar dis- 
mis@ed these four, and it looked as if the 
box would not be filled. Late in the after- 
noon, however,’ both sides compromised. 
One of the questions harped on by the de- 
fense was whether the disastrous fire could 
occur and no one be to blame, Whenever 
this question was asked Mr, Keeslar ob- 
jected on the ground that it covered a mate- 
rial point in the case, and this was the ruling 
of the judge. Mr. Mann made frequent re- 
marks to the jury on the subject of whether 
“grand stand plays " for sympathy would 
warp the sense of justice. 


Trial May Be Long. 


All talk of the case ending in a few days 
has stopped. Some of the witnesses are try- 
ing to get permission to go back to Chicago 
to attend to business, subject to a return call 
to Danville at any time, but none has been 
allowed to leave. 

Few witnesses arrived today. One was 
Attorney H. M. Shabad, who lost two chil- 
dren in the fire. Another was Capt. J. C. 
Cliny, who witnessed the fire from the 
Schiller building. Father M. J. Dorney of 
Chicago, a friend of Mr. Davis, was at the 
trial during the morning session. 

Mr. Buckingham expects to take two hours 
in delivering the opening address for the state 
in the morning. He will tell all about the 
defects of the Iroquois theater bullding, the 
connection Will J. Davis had with the thea- 
ter, how the fire started, and its results.

Refuses to Apear in Court; Tells 
Sheriff Not to Find Him. 


LOOKS FOR “KIND” JUDGE. 


Laughs at Warrant for Arrest and 
Ties Up Legal Machinery. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 5.—[Special.)— 
Abe Ruef, though under indictment for sys- 
tematic grafting from French restaurants 
and other places of an even less savory odor, 
is still the boss of San Francisco. 

This was shown today, when he falled to 
appear in the Superior court before Judge 
Dunne and face his trial. It was an act of 
open deflance to the court and cost Ruef the 
forfeiture of his $50,000 bond and made him 
technically a fugitive from justice. 

Judge Dunne, after waiting hours for the 
boss to appear, issued a bench warrant for 
his arrest, but that did not worry the boss. 
He simply instructed the sheriff who was 
given the warrant to serve not to find him, 
and the warrant won't be served until Ruef 
is ready for it. Which simply means, ac- 
cording to those on the inside, that it won't 
be served until Ruef has had his case trans- 
ferred to a court more complaisant to his 
wishes than Judge Dunne’s. 


Intrigue Involves a Judge. 

Theoretically Ruef based his refusal to ap- 
pear in court today on a ruling issued on a 
decision made yesterday by Judge Hebbard 
in another division of the Superior court 
that the indictments issued against the boss 
are faulty. Judge Dunne held that Judge 
Hebbard’s ruling was irregular and de- 
clined to recognize it. Assistant District 
Attorney Heney, who is conducting the fight 
against Ruef, says openly that when Judge 
Hebbard made his decision favoring Ruef 
he not only was acting in collusion with 
Ruet's attorneys but was under the infiu- 
ence of liquor. 

Altogether Ruef succeeded today in tangling 
up the machinery of the law to such an ex- 
tent that it is doubtful whether he will be 
brought to book for the charges against 
him. 

When he failed to appear in court today 
Judge Dunne twice took a recess to permit 
the sheriff to find Ruef. Then when the 
sheriff reported he could not locate the boss 
Judge Dunne ordered an adjournment until 
tomorrow, with the understanding that if 
the sheriff is unable to bring Ruef into court 
assistance will be sought from the county. 


Heney Willing to Find Him. 

Assistant District Attorney Heney wanted 
the judge to appoint Detective Burnes specially 
to apprehend Ruef. Heney guaranteed Burns 
would produce the politician in half an hour. 
But Judge Dunne refused. 

When Heney asked to have Burns put on 
Ruef’s trail he believed that he had his man 
located in the Delmonico restaurant. Burns’ 
assistants had tracked Ruef to the restau- 
rant, where they saw him eating his lunch. 
With one man on guard, another reported to 
Burns. So Heney sent Burna to the restau- 
rant ready to pounce on Ruef should Judge 
Dunne permit Burns to act as a deputy 
sheriff. 

When Burne walked into the restaurant 
he was dumfounded to find Ruef gone. Burns 
searched the restaurant from garret to cel- 
lar, but found no trace of the boss. Ruef 
must have escaped by some secret exit un- 
known to the detective. 


No Fear of His Running Away. 

Heney does not believe that Ruef will skip 
out or go into hiding. The district attorriey 
admits that the sheriff appointed to serve 
the warrant for his arrest won't serve it till 
the boss has found some new process to 
evade trial and discovered a judge who will 
act in his interest. 

Ruef may seek again a writ of habeas cor- 
pus or he may attempt to secure a writ of 
prohibition to prevent Judge Dunhe from 
proceeding with the trial, Another report is 
that Ruef is in telegraphic communication 


with the Supreme court in Washington to get 
relief. 

Heney does not mince words in Meneuissing 
Judge Hebbard for his action yesterday. He 
declares that he and his associates left. the 
court yesterday because they were con- 
vinced the judge was acting in collusion with 
Ruef’s attorneys and because Hebbard was 
under the influence of liquor. 


Declares Judge Should Be Impeached. 

“This je not an unusual condition with 
Judge Hebbard,” added Heney. “* He has 
been a disgrace to the superior bench of this 
city for the :ast three years. 

“It is his practice to go upon prolonged 
débauches, during which he commits all 
sorts of breaks. He should have been im- 
peached long ago. HebDbard originally had 
a brilliant mind, but continuous and exceg- 
sive use of liquor has nearly destroyed it. 

“His pretense that the matter involved is 
one for federal jurisdiction is too absurd to 
be worthy of a moment's consideration, It 
amounts to a declaration that the constitu- 
tion of the United States guarantees that no 
man shall be put on trial under an indict- 
ment found by a grand jury one member of 
which had served as a juror within the pre- 
ceding year.’ 


Hebbard, Drunk, Tries to Kill. 

Judge Hebbard threatened today to go gun- 
ning for Heney. The judge was the worse 
for liquor. He declared from the bench that 
any attorney -who objected to the alcoholic 
condition of the court could have his case 
postponed. He was helped by a court clerk 
to his rooms in a hotel. When a reporter 
called there to interview him Hebbard pulled 
a pistol and tried to shoot the newspaper 
man. The judge’s friends took the pistol 
from him and had him removed to the Clara 
Barton hospital. 

Judge Dunne, in an interview tonight, said 
that he would not let Judge Hebbard's opin- 
jon interfere with his actions. He declared 
he would proceed with the cases against Ruef 
until the Supreme court of the state or the 
Court of Appeals interfered to stop him. 


BRIDE MAKES HEROIC RIDE 
IN VAIN EFFORT TO SAVE LIFE. 


Clad Only in Partly Burned Night 
Dress She Goes Three Miles Through 
Bitter Cold—Husband Dies. 


Highmore, 8& D., March 5.—[Special.]—In 
a night robe, which had been partially 
burned from her body, Mrs. Andrew H. Lien, 
a bride of eight months, rode three miles on 
horseback through the bitter cold to sum- 
mon aid for her husband, whom she carried 
from a burning farmhouse. 

TAen used kerosene in building a fire at his 
home upon his return from town at night. 
Mrs. Lien wasinbed. An explosion followed 
and Lien, with his clothing aflame, called 
for help. Mrs. Lien attempted to smother 
the flames with a quilt, after which she car- 
ried her husband from the burning house to 
the barn. The house was then in flames, so 
she could not reénter for clothing or reach 
the telephone. 

Bridling @ horse, she rode three miles tn 
her night dress to the home of the nearest 
neighbor, from which place a physician was 
summoned. Mrs. Lien fainted, but insisted 
later upon returning to her husband, who 
died at 7 o’clock the next morning. The 
young woman is suffering from burns and 
exposure and her recovery is doubtful. 


FIRST GRIP VICTIM ILL AGAIN. 


Man Whose Case in 1882 Was the 
First Diagnosed in This Coun- 
try Gets Return. 


New York, March 5.—[Special.]—Henry 
Kip Woodruff, member of the common coun- 
cil of Rahway, who is said to have been 
the first grip victim in the United States in 
1882, so far as diagnosis is concerned, is dan- 
gerously ill at his home in that city froma 
return of the disease.

“LL TAKE TAINTED MONEY” 


Gen. Booth Ready to Consecrate 
It on Altar of Humanity. 


Enthusiastic Over Work of London 
Anti-Suicide Bureau. 


New York, March 5.—[{Special.]—Hundreds 
of commissioned officers of the Salvation 
army gathered this afternoon and evening 
at the headquarters of the organization in 
West Fourteenth street to greet their leader, 
Gen. William Booth, who arrived here from 
England in the morning on the liner Minne- 
apolis. 

There were major generals, colonels, lieu- 
tenants, and adjutants, both men and women, 
and a trimmer or more pleasing looking lot 
would be hard to firid in a day’s journey. 
Some came from as far away as the Pacific 
coast in order to be on hand to welcome their 
chief to this country. Others came from 
Washington, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Bos 
ton, and some nearby cities. | 

In spite of his nearly 78 years Gen. Booth 
looked strong, active, and fit for the long trip 
he is about to make. While coming up from 
quarantine on the steamer he was asked If he 
would take money from John D. Rockefeller 
for the advancement of the philanthropic 
schemes of the army. 

“I would take money from any mortal,” 
he replied. ‘‘ No money to me is tainted. I 
would take anybody’s money. I would wash 
it in the tears of widows and orphans. I 
would lay it on the altar of benevolent effort 
for the good of the great cause.” 


Three Principal Objects. 

Concerning his trip, which will be prac- 
tically around the world, the general said: 

“I have many reasons for this long jour- 
ney, but there are three principal objects. 
First, I want to complete my experiment in 
small holdings. I want to show the people 
how they can be put on five acres of land ané 
made to support themrelves. Secondly, I 
have a colonization scheme for Bouth Africa. 
I have a large slice of land offered me in 
Rhodesia. The sum of $500,000 was put at 
my disposal for this scheme by a woman, but 
the good lady died, and there now is some 
dispute about the gift. 

“ But my third scheme, one that goes down 
deep in my heart, is the university of hu- 
manity, a plan for the creation of institutions 
where men and women will be instracted in 
the art or scilence—whatever you may call ..— 
of taking care of vice in all its forms. More 
could be done for uplifting humanity in uat 
way than {inalmostany other. Those trained 
there would know how to nurse the germ of 
the morality of good living back to vigor. 
1 would like to build two great centers for 
this work, one in New York and one in Lon- 
don. Such a foundation probably will require 
$5,000,000, but I am not looking for it. I am 
just waiting for some one to take me by the 
hand and say he would like to put that much

LEADERS MAP OUT PLANS, 


Delegates from Many Clubs Pre-. 
pare to Wage Campaign in

If there was any doubt as to where the 
street car men stood in the present mayoraity 
campaign the question was settled yesterday. 
The men who run the street cars apparently 
one and all want Fred A. Busse to settle the 
traction question. 

After the precedent had been established 
by the first organization of street car’men it 
did not take long for the remainder of the em- 
ployés of the traction companies to say where 
they stood. A meeting of the conductors and 
motormen of the north side lines was called, 
with the result that all appeared to be fora 
Busse business administration. 


Pledge Support to Busse. 

The resolutions that were adopted at this 
meeting are as follows: 

Whereas, We, the undersigned street car men, as 
a club, realize that there should be elected as the 
first four year mayor of Chicago a man who com- 
mands the confidence of all branches of her citizen- 
ship, who will redeem the city from the past into 
which it has fallen, and we as a club refer back 
to Mr. Busse’s record as a public servant and his 
past record in the legislature, as state treasurer, 
and postmaster of the city of Chicago, as a man 
who has the qualifications to fill the office of mayor 
of the city of Chicago ard wil! settle the traction 
question, using no partiality, and a square deal 
to all. 

Whereas, We believe that Fred A. Busse, now 
serving as postmaster of the city of Chicago, com- 
bines these qualifications to an eminent degree. 

Resolved, That this club indorse the candidacy 
of Mr. Busse and pledge our efforts to promote his 
election, and be it further 

Resolved, That the president of this club select 
a committee to convey to Mr. Busse the sentiment 
of this club.

The records show the membership of this 
organization to be nearly 300. Every man 
who enrolled his name on the book declared 
his intention of refusing to pay the assess- 
ment demanded for the support of the Dunne 
campaign. 

The standpoint of the street car men was 
summed up by the motorman, who said: 
“I am depending upon the street car com- 
pany for a means of earning a livelihood. 
The sooner this problem is settled the better 
for me and my family. Common sense alone 
shows me that my interests are with the peo- 
ple who desire a speedy settlement of the 
traction question.”’ 

Busse Leaders Plan Campaign. 

A big meeting of the Busse leaders was 
called during the afternoon at the Hamilton 
club, where every phase of the present cam- 
paign was discussed. At this meeting a dele- 
gate from every one of the sixty-five Busse 
clubs that have been organized told of the 
situation in the district from which he came 
and plans were laid accordingly. Clyde Mor- 
rieon, secretary of the central body, declared 
that new clubs were being organized each 
day, and that four new ones had been reported 
during the day. 

With these reports came other reports 
that Postmaster Bussé would not be able 
to take any active part in the compaign 
until probably the week preceding the elec- 
tion. Chairman Reddick of the republican 
county central committee was authority for 
this etatement. 

“I taiked to Mr. Busse today and, as a 
result, feel convinced that he will not beable 
reaily to go into the campaign until the 
last week before the election,’’ said Mr. Red- 
dick. “Jf the man didn’t have the physical 
strength he has I shouldn’t feel justified in 
making this prophecy. But Fred Busse is 
an unusual man, and we are juetified in ex- 
pecting unusual things from him.

Refuses to Address the Jefferson 
Club. at’ Its Coming 
Banquet. 


Ex-Mayor Harrison is to make a public 
' statement today, giving his position in the 
‘campaign. It was unofficially announced 
last evening he would advise his friends to 
: vote for Mayor Dunne and vote for the ratifi- 
, cation of the traction ordinances also. In 
| other words, Mr. Harrison approves of the 
| candidate—at least formally—but condemns 
; his principles. | 
| The explanation given by Mr. Harrison's 
| friends was that, having been elected on the 
democratic ticket four times, he was in honor 
bound to eupport democratic tickets. As to the 
traction ordinances, however, he had the 
right to exercise his own judgment. All Mr. 
Harrison himself would say was: 

*‘ Any one who will read between the lines 
in my interview in THe Tripuxe the morn- 
ing of my arrival in Chicago, and what I had 
to say on the same lines the following morn- 
ing in other papers, ought to be able to make 
a fair guess as to my position.” 


Refuses to Address Radicals. 


During the day Mr. Harrison widened 
the breach with the radicals by refus- 
ing to speak at the banquet to be given by 
the Jefferson club Saturday night to celebrate 
the nomination of Dunne for mayor. 

The radicals who compose the Jefferson 
club, and most of whom belong to the Inde- 
pendence league, were righteously indignant 
and compared the ex-mayor to Achilles ‘‘sulk- 
ing in his tent,”” and made other allusions 
hardly of the clagsical order. 

_ The *“ short hairs" replied it was nothing 

but what might have been expected; that it 
was a piece of impertinence on the part of the 
club which had vilified Harrison for years to 
expect him to speak at one of its banquets, 
and that the organization had, in their ver- 
nacular, ** only got what was coming to it.” 


Politicians Blame Club Officers. 

Practical ‘politiclans trying to direct the 
Dunne campaign, in private conversation, 
blamed officers of the club for giving the ex- 
mayor a chance to put them in an embarrass- 
ing position. They argued there was no ne- 
cessity for sending the invitation, and that 
it was bad politics generally. 

Chairman O’Connell of the democratic cen- 
tral committee put the matter diplomatically 
when he said: “I hear Mr. Harrison has 
found it impossible to speak at the Jefferson 
club banquet. That affair is entirely under 
auspices and control of the club, ‘I'he demio- 
cratic organization has nothing to do with It.”’ 

Mr. Harrison's explanation cf his action 
was the regulation one. Business engage- 
ments would prevent his acceptance. “1 
must be in New York not later than Satur- 
day,”’ he said. ‘It will be absolutely inipos- 
sible for me to be present.’’ 

Mayor Dunne said he was sorry about the 
incident, but added: ‘I do not want Mr. 
Harrison to joim me unless he can conecien- 
tiously accept the platform on which | stand,” 

What is especially irritating to Mayor 
Dunne’s practical friends is that, even after 
the Jefferson club had sent the ex-snayor an 
invitation to. speak, nothing more would 
have occurred had not President William 


Slack of the club called up Mr. Harrison over 
the telephone and wanted to know if he 
were going to accept. It was then that news 
of the contemplated New York trip was given 
to the public. They think that, after Mr. 
Harrison had paid no attention to the in- 
vitation, Mr. Slack would have done better 
by letting well enough alone and making no 
further reference to it. 

The banquet was arranged to celebrate the 
Dunne nomination. It was figured that it 
would be a great step in the way of “ har- 
mony” if \the candidate Dunne defeated 
would take past in a jubilee over his own po- 
litical funeral. That Mr. Harrison should be 
averse to posing as the corpse while the 
expectant heirs rejoiced openly, seemed never 
to have occurred to members of the Jeffer- 
son club. 


Second Ward Democrats in Row. 

A good sized row among democrats of the 
Second ward developed yesterday. The In- 
dependence league has indorsed George F. 
Harding, republican candidate, because he 
voted against the traction ordinances. The 
program was to have the democrats not nom- 
inate a candidate, leaving Harding a clear 
field. At the ward convention on Feb. 23 
Henry Turner, who has a teaming contract 
with the city, and obeys orders of Mayor 
Dunne, succeeded in postponing any action 
until tomorrow night, when the convention 
will reassemble. 

Since then it has been openly charged in 
the ward that there is a deal on whereby 
the Demo.-M. O. organization is to make no 
nomination on conditibn that friends of 
Harding give Mayor Dunne all the votes they 
can swing for him. A number of democrats 
are demanding a candidate of their own to 
vote for. 

The man most talked of is John B. Ryan, 
am undertaker. He said: ‘‘I do not know 
as I will be the candidate, but it can be put 
down as certain there will be a democratic 
candidate against Harding. He will be nom- 
inated by the convention Thursday night.

The boy, according .to..the police, .had 
“flipped ’’ on the frain at the rear of the 
Loeb house, where he had been visiting, 
and while the cars were rounding a curve 
at Ninety-eighth street-he fell under the 
train, which passed over both legs, crushing 
them below the knees. 

None of the crew saw the accident and the 
train continued on its way. The tracks at 
this point are unfrequented by pedestrians, 
and the boy, after stanching the flow of 
blood by tying pieces of his handkerchief 
around his legs, started on his trip back to 
the Loeb house. After a painful struggle of 
more than twenty minutes, Collins reached 
the rear of the Loeb residence, and found 
that the gate which led into the yard had 
been locked.

An unwitting bigamist, Alfred Nash, for- 
merly of New Madrid, Mo, told Judge Mo- 
Ewen yesterday that he would remarry his 
second wife as soon as he could obtain a di- 
vorce from his first spouse, who Is also guilty 
of bigamy, although innocently. Nash was 
bound over in bonds of $2,000 two weeks ago, 
but no indictment was returned by the grand 
jury on his showing of an innocent second 
marriage. 

Nash and his first wife separated and after- 
ward he learned she had married another 
man. He concluded that she had procured 
a divorce and so he married Mrs. Hattie 
Aléridge-Hampton. His first wife believed 
him dead when she contracted her second 
marriage. The proposal made by Nash to 
the court was accepted. 

Lillie MacPherson and Dorotha Lem agked 
for divorces from their husbands, who, they 
allege, have other wives. Harold MacPher- 
son is said to have deserted his wife in 1904, 
a year after they were married, and to have 
gone to Fond du Lac, Wis., where he married 
again, removing to Chicago, where his second 
wife obtained a divorce. Mrs. Lem said her 
husbanéd has a wife and two children tn 
China. 

Roger Mulcahy filed a Dill for divorce, 
which, being signed only by his attorney, 
brought a suspicion of mystery regarding 
the identity of the plaintiff. The attorney re- 
fused to say whether the Mulcahy mentioned 
is the former police leutentanmt. The petition 
alleges cruelty. 


HUSBAND DEAD; ENDS HER LIFE 


Death of Spouse in Train Wreck Be- 
lieved to Have Driven Woman 
to Suicide,

FAILS T0 DECIDE 


WHOSHOT GUERIN 


“Open Verdict” Found as Re- 
sult of Testimony at the 
Coroner’s Inquest. 


MRS. M’DONALD NOT FREE. 


She Will Have a Preliminary 
Hearing Soon in the Mu- 
nicipal Court. 


A lack of evidence against Mre, Dora Mc- 
Donald, wife of Michael C. McDonald, former 
politician, coupled with the Possibility that 
the wound which caused Webster S. Guerin’s 
death in the Omaha building om Feb. vi 
might have been self-inflicted, threw the 
coroner’s jury sitting on the case into an 
eight hour deadlock, at the end of which 
an “open” verdict was brought in shortly 
before 8 o'clock last evening. 

The finding of the six men was not un- 
expected when the taking of testimony was 
ended, as there immediately was shown a 
desire for further evidence; and the police 
began Aah ay Oo holding Mrs. Mc- 
— until a preliminary hearing hes been 


The significant part of the verdict was 
found in the words describing the cause of 
Guerin’s death, as follows: 

Webster S. Guerin came to his death from shock 
and hemorrhage due to @ bullet wound in the chest, 
and from the evidence presented we, the jury, are 
unable to determine whether the sald bullet wound 
was fired from a revolver held in his own hand 
or otherwise. 


Despite the verdict the police are deter- 
mined to hold the woman'‘to await the action 
of the grand jury and Municipal Judge Fake 
convened court in the county jail during the 
afternoon for the purpose of the 
preliminary hearing of Mrs. McDonald. He 
was convinced she was in no condition to 
testify and the hearing was continued for 
ten days. 


Probe Theory of Suicide. 

The taking of testimony was concluded 
ehortly before noon, and at that hour the jury 
took up the deliberation of its verdict. The 
first sign of a lengthy disagreement ap- 
peared. when Coroner’s Physician OU. W.. 
Lewke was recalled and asked if it was pos- 
sible that the revolver had been held in 
Guerin’s hands at the time the shot was 
fired. He explained that while such a solu- 
tion was possible, he weuld refuse to pro- 
es upon the probabilities of such a ques- 
tion. 

A short time later the jurors sent to Cor- 
oner Hoffman a request that they be taken to 
the Omaha building and the scene of the 
shooting. In the seventh floor studio much of 
the-evidence was reviewed, and witnesses 
from the adjoining offices were briefly exam- 
ined. Upon returning to the Harrison street 
police station they sent out for lunch, and at 
that time Coroner Hoffman expressed a be- 
lief that a decision would not be reached for 
several hours. 


Says Guerin Was Spied On. 

Witnesses at the morning hearing were 
called for the purpose of telling of a detective 
espionage that had been placed-upon Guerin 
by Mrs. McDonald and her brother, Harry BM. 
Feldman. John E: Gannon, a private 
agency operative, was the detective In ques- 
tion, and was the first person called to the 
stand. He said he had been employed by 
Feldman, and made daily reports to him at 
the Windsor-Clifton hotel. One of these, he 
said, included a statement of a yisit by Miss 
Avis Dargan, a young woman to whom 
Archie Guerin had been paying attention. 

He was dismissed, he testified, the day be- 
fore the shooting, but not until after he had 


man, his wife, Miss Dargan, and. Archie 
‘Guerin were present, where the girl accused 
him of lying about her. 

Feldman testified that he had engaged 
Gannon because his sister had come to him 
with requests for money, declaring that 
Guerin was blackmailing her. He also told 
of a chance meeting in a downtown theater, 
followed by a dinner, at which Mrs. McVon- 
ald accused Miss Dargan of paying undue 
attention to Guerin. . 
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Archie Guerin, brother of the dead man, 
related his version of the same meeting, as 
aid Mrs. Feldman and Miss Dargan, the last 
of whom asserted that Mrs. McDonald made 
a véiled threat of shooting somebody. Dr. 
Lewke was the last witness called, to state 
the nature of the wound. 


Woman Recovering from Hysteria. 

Mrs. McDonald, in the county jail hospital, 
is said to be recovering gradually from the 
hysteria that seized her immediately after 
her arrest. She rests quietly and ig able 
to partake of light food, but is in a dazed 
condition, seeming not to recognize her sur- 
roundings. Dr. Francis W. McNamara, 
county physician, who is attending her, said 
in the afternoon that if the improvement 
continues it will be but a short time when 
she will be able to make a statement In con- 
nection with the case, or, if absolutely neces- 
sary, to appear in court. 

Anticipating an open verdict, Assistant 
Chief of Police Schuettler sent word to Mu- 
nicipal Judge Neweomer, who issued the 
mittimus for Mrs. McDonald’s arrest, to be 
ready to begin the preliminary hearing of 
the case. This step was taken to forestall 
the chance that her friends may attempt to 
secure her release if the coroner’s jury ex- 
onerated her or omitted to attach blame to 


her.

House Low Fare Measure Goes 
to Third Reading Today; 
Passes Tomorrow. 


SUBSTITUTES DEFEATED. 


Attempt of Representatives to 
Get In Pet Measures All 
Prove Fruitless. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Bpringfield, Ul., March 5.—[Special.)—If 
nothing happens to disturb the program of 
the house organization tomorrow the 2 cent 
fare bill will be handed on to third reading 
and will be passéd on Thursday. Any num- 
ber of amendments and substitute bis have 
been and are being proposed for the flat 2 
cent rate proposition which the railroad 
committee offers as an amendment to sec- 
tion 1 of the law against extortion, but the 
house organization has the whip hand and 
proposes to put the Bush bill through prac- 
tically intact. 

Several amendments have been offered to 
the house leaders tonight; but they, from 
Speaker Shurtleff down, are standing by 
their original proposition. Any changes 
which may be made, they say, will be minor 
Ones, to cure defects in the title, to provide 
for half rates for children, etc., and even 
these small amendments may not be ac- 
cepted. 

The “powers” are determined to finish 
their attempt at rate regulation as they 
started it, in accordance with the provisions 
of the railroad committee Dill. 

Representative Mchkoberts failed this 
morning in his attempt to have his rate 
measure substituted for this committee bill. 
Representative McGoorty has drawn a com- 

fomise measure, which is due to meet a 
ike failure. Representative Boulware ts en- 
Geavoring to secure attention for a bill classi- 
fying roads according to gross earnings, but 
without any chance of getting it. Whether 
the committee bill will be good or bed it is 
the one which the house is practically cer- 
tain to pass this week. 


Stead’s Opinion Carries Weight. 


Attorney General Stead in his opinion writ- 
‘ten for the house steering committee holds 
that the right of the legislature to establish 
& maximum rate in the form of a committee 
bill is undoubted, but that it will remain for 
the courts to say whether or not 2 cents is a 

Peasonable rate. With this opinion on the 
bill’s constitutionality the representatives 
who have been selected by the organization 
“to defend it from attack on the floor of the 
house were successful and are likely to re- 
main successful in preserving it in its original

PROTEST AT LOCAL OPTION 


GERMAN - AMERICAN ORGANIZA- 
TIONS SEND PETITION. 


Urge General Assembly to “Vindicate 
Vested Rights and Common Jus- 
tice’’—-Not Appearing as Advocates 
of Liquor Traffic, but as Opposed 
to Arbitrary Government and the 
Aggression of Fanaticism—®8,500 
Said to Be Represented in the Plea. 


Asking that the lawmakers consider that 
they are dealing with a legitimate business 
and defending ‘‘common justice and indt- 
vidual rights,”’ protest has been made to the 
state legislature against the local option bill 
by the Chicago branch of the German Na- 
tional alliance. 

A formal communication addressed to the 
general assembly, where the bill providing 
for prohibition in. voting districts is now 
pending, is signed by officers representing 
seventy German speaking organizations with 
a total membership of 9,500. _ . 

The memorial states that the organizations 
enumerated: are devoted to the culture of 
mind and body and to moral and intellectual 
advance. It then continues: 

‘We do not appear before you as ad'vd- 
cates of the liquor traffic, but as the defénders 
of common justice and individual rights op- 
posed to arbitrary government and the ag- 
gressions of rampant fanaticism upon per- 
ponal liberty. 


Other Ways to Check Eviis. 


“We are not insensible, much less indif- 
ferent, to the abuses and temptations of ‘ sa- 
loon life,’ so-called, and we cheerfully con- 
cede to the framers and admiriistrators of the 
law the right to counteract and check by re- 
strictive measures those evil influences. 

‘‘ But, gentlemen, bear in mind that you are 
dealing with a legitimate business, recog- 
nized as such by the highest legislative body 
of the country, with far reaching ramifica- 
tions throughout our commercial and indus- 
triai life. 

“-Consider the vast economic interests of 
our property owning and-tax paying class, 
which you are called upon to harass and leg- 
islate into a state of permanent insecurity. 

‘And, above all, remember that over- 
whelming majority of our law abiding peo- 
ple, perfectly orderly in their enjoyment of 
life, with whom you, are asked to interfere, 
by indirection as may be, in the indulgence 
of . inoffensive and’ respectable personal 
habits! , 

‘‘ All these important business and proper- 
ty interests, closely related with the wel- 
fare of our city—the great mass of our popu- 
lation, compriging hundrede of thousands of 
honest and peaceable citigens—every inch of 
our political fabric, you are called upon to 
surrender to unremitting menace and strife 
at the hands of a comparatively small num- 
ber of men, insignificant even as a minority. 


Vindication for Vested Rights. 


“It ever vested rights, both moral and 
material, demanded vindication by the rep- 
resentatives of the people as against over- 
reaching fanaticism—now is the time!” 

The Schwaben Verein heads the list with 
its 1,000 members, and other societies in- 
cluded are the Bayrisch-American Verein, 
with 590 members; the Gesangverein,. with 
1.366 members; and the Turn und Krieger- 
verein, with 1,101 members.

‘to Offset Objections. to 
Appropriation. 


FIND NUMEROUS “LEAKS.” 


Investigation So Far Develops 
‘more than. $5,000,000 Is 
Due. Under Charter. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.! 
Springfield, Ill., March 5.—[Special. ]—In an- 
ticipation of disturbances when bills appro- 
priating $150,000 for the Illinois Central suit 
and the continuance of the investigation are 
called upon second reading Gov. Deneen today 
gave out a detailed report of the findings of 


accountants who have been conducting an in- 


quiry into the railroad company’s books. 
Details thus given are not numerous, but 
they indicate how the total claim of $5,815,000 
is made up, fourteen different items of loss 
to the state being shown. Of these the chief 
loss appears to be sustained in investments 
the Illinois Centra) has made, on which, it 
is charged, it does not pay compensation, the 
amount being stated as $2,000,000. 

The statement also contains an argument 
showing why it was neceseary to have an ade- 
quate gum appropriated for the continuance 


of the investigation, this being designed to. 
meet charges that there is no present oc- 


casion for another large allowance for the in- 
quiry. 


Opposition All Up in Air. 

Representative David Shanahan, chairman 
of the house appropriations committee, has 
announced that he will call the appropriation 
bills up tomorrow. A small faction on the 
republican side is. anxious to hit at the bills 
and block the administration program if 
possible. This faction looks for support on 
the demderatic side of the house, but the 
democrats do not know what they can do or 
what they want to do. 

One plan was to fight for a reduction of the 
total of the two bills from $150,000 to $75,000. 


Minority leader Douglas Pattison may make, 


an attempt at this. The trouble is that the 
democrats do not want to get into the posi- 
tion of defending the Illinois Central, but 
this is exactly the position they do get into 
when they oppose the appropriation for a 
continuance of the investigation. 

It is to make this trouble more apparent 
that a statement showing the amounts due 
the state has been issued.

Further, the statement says 

“The passenger department still is under 
investigation, as are other matters, such as 
express earnings. 

“Tf the theory of the attorney: general as 
set forth in the bill filed by him in the Su- 
preme court is sustained by that court, it 
would, of necessity, involve a restatement of 
all of the gross receipts, income, and pro- 
ceeds of the charter lines during the period 
to be covered by the investigation. 

“To. reapportion the gross income of the 
charter lines it will be necessary to take 
each individual shipment of freight, whether 
large or small, that was carried in part 
over the charter lines and reapportion the 
earnings in accordance with such rules as 
may be determined upon by the Supreme 
court. 

‘* Up to the present time $31,852.88 has been 
expended in the investigation, every cent of 
which has been paid to accountants. 


Charter Never Legally Settled. 

“The charter of the Illinois Central rail- 
road company was granted more than fifty 
years ago, and though several suits have 
been tried, involving some one or more of 
the provisions of the charter, still the ques- 
tion as to the proper distribution of earnings 
never has been passed upon by the Supreme 
or any of the lower courts, 

‘One of the largest claims in the bill filed 
by the attorney general relates to the dis- 
tribution of freight earnings, and the deter- 
mination of the proper method of distribu- 
tion is the most important question that will 
be presented to the Supreme court. 

“The effect of the investigation so far has 
been to increase to a considerable extent the 
earnings made by the railroad company. 
Since the investigation was begun two semi- 
annual statements have been filed, and the 
last of these shows an increase of approxi- 
mately $49,827.55 over the statement made 
just prior to the beginning of the investiga- 
tion.’”’ 


Task Proving to Be Immense. 


Further, with regard to the great amount 
of work necessary to be done, the statement 
says: 

“When it is considered that the earnings 
of the Illinois Central railroad, from which 
the charter lines’ proportion is to be sep- 
arated, aggregate upwards of $50,000,000 a 
year, some conception can be formed of the 
great amount of detailed work necessary 
for expert accountants to perform in arriv- 
ing at the correct amounts due the state 
under its contract with the Illinois Central 
railroad company. Literally tons and tons 
of papers have been handled by the state’s 
accountants in arriving at a basis for new 
percentages, and the compilation of these 
percentages has involved over 40,000 distinct 
calculations by them.”

Guitiage Amendment in Senate. 


Senator Brown today introduced in the sen- 
ate a joint resolution for a constitutional 
amendment granting suffrage to women. 
The resolution is urged by Catherine Waugh 
McCullough of Chicago and other women in-. 
terested in the subject. The resolution, 
which seeks to have the word “male” 
stricken from the constitution where it te- 
‘lates to suffrage, is as follows: 

Be it resolved, That section-1 of article T of the 
constitution of Illinois be amended so as to read: 
Every person having resided in this state one 
year, in the county ninety days, and in the election 
district thirty days, next preceding any election 
therein who was an elector in this state on the 
first day of April in the year of our Lord 1848, or 
obtained a certificate of naturalization before any 
court of record in this state prior to the lst day of 
January th the year of our Lord 1870, or who shall 
be a citizen of the United States above the age of 
21 years, shall be entitled to vote at such election. 

The resolution was sent to the committee 
on judiciary. 

Cole’s Redistricting Plan. 

George E. Cole's proposition for a redis- 
tricting of the state into 158 senatorial dis- 
tricts, each to elect one representative, was 
presented to the house by Representative 
Hill of Cook in a resolution for the submis- 
sion of a constitutional amendment, the reso- 
lution providing: 

Every county or district shall be entitled to one 
representative when its population is three-fifths 
of the ratio. If any county has less than three- 
fifths of the ratio, it shall be attached to the al- 
joining county having the least population, to 
which no other county has for the same reason hec1 
attached, and the two shall constitute a scparate 
district. Every county and district having a popu- 
lation of not less than the ratio ani three-tifths 
shall be entitled to two representatives, and fer 
each additional number of the Inhabitauts equal 
to the ratio, one representative. 

Every county having over 100,99 Inhabitants 
shall be divided into districts of compact and cuon- 
tiguous territory as nearly equal in population «s 
practical, each of which districts shall be entitled 
to one representative. 


Sweatshop Regulation Urged. 


A bill providing for the regulation of work- 
shops and tenement houses in which wearing 
apparel is manufactured, altered, or finished 
was introduced in the house by Representa- 
tive Sollitt of Cook. The bill places all such 
places under the direct supervision of the 
state factory inspector, gives him power to 
revoke licenses of places found in an un- 
healthful or insanitary condition, and re- 
quires the plain marking of all tenement 
made goods. ; 

The senate passed the house bill raising 
the salaries of Judges of the Circuit court and 
of the Superior court in Cook county to $5,000 
a year. The only effect of the act in Cook 
county will be to relieve the county of $1,500 
more in the payment of judges. At present 
the state pays $3,500 and Cook county raises 
the total to $10,000 for each judge. Down 
the state the judges receive only $3,500 and 
the act which now goes to the governor for 
his signature will raise them to $5,000.

istration of national forests, including 17,000,-

land within reserves that they may be thrown 
open to homestead. Miners, he said, were 
not restricted from prospecting in the for- 
ests. All timber, he announced, would be sold 
to any who wanted to buy without regard to 
station. No interference with grazing in the 
reserves_is contemplated and no fee will be 
charged. Land within reserveg is open to 
use as sites for hotels, stores, mills, resi- 
dences, and other legitimate purposes. Im- 
provements of all kinds are welcomed, de- 
clared Forester Pinchot.

It generally is 
accepted by lawyerg of the two houses that 
pa.loting shall begin on March 19, but there 
may be a play for a later date by those un- 
willing to rush the. election through, and it 
is said Senator Whitehead for one will not 
acquiesce. in the immediate election unless 
the attorney general gives an opinion that 
March 19 is the proper date for the election, 
Many hold the vacancy cannot be filled till 
after it actually occurs on May 1. 


Stephenson Workers Active. 


It is evident from the large number of ar- 
rivals on the scene of partisans of the various 
prospective candidates that there will be 
something doing soon. The candidacy of 
Stephenson is going on apace, and his work- 
ers are leaving no stone unturned to secure 
his election. Stephenson's candidacy is re- 
ceiving much favor through the argument 
that his election for the short term would 
give the people an opportunity to choose a 
successor through primary election, and 
would not leave the possible bitterness that 
might result from the hasty election of some 
man who would be a candidate before thé 
primaries again next year.

REGISTRATION DAY. 

There will be but one regisfration day 
for the spring election, and it will be next 
Tuesday. Last fall there were 345,000 
names on the registry books. ‘That was 
a falling off of nearly 60,000 from the 
1904 registration. Most of the men 
whose names were down then, but are not 
now, are still in Chicago. To them may 
be added the persons who have become 
entitled to vote since 1904 and have not 
registered. There are enough of them to 
determine the result of any election. 

There are issues involved in the spring 
election which come home to all. The 
character of the city government for the 
next four years has to be determined. 
The question is not whether this or that 
set of men shall have the offices. The 
kind of administration which this city is 
to have during the next four years is the 
question to be determined. If there be 
meh who do not care much what kind of 
government the city has, the traction 
question, at least, should appeal to them. 
Everybody uses the street cars at one 
time or another, and it is to his personal 
interest to get the best possible service 
without delay. 

» Nevertheless, there are many men who 
will fail to register unless they are spoken 
to in time. Registration is one of the 
matters which people are apt to remem- 
ber when it is too late. Therefore, the 
citizens’ nonpartisan organization, which 
is working to get votes for the traction 
ordinances, ought to do all that it can be- 
tween now and next Tuesday to get men 
to register. That will be the first step 
towards getting votes for the ordinances. 

No doubt there will under any circum- 
stances be a great rush to the registration 
places next Tuesday, but nothing should 
be left undone to secure the fullest possi- 
ble registration. Both Mr. Busse and the 
traction ordinances will be aided by a 
heavy registration. 

LECTURES ON REAL ESTATE. 

Lectures on technical phases of a busi- 
ness are becoming increasingly popular 
among those specially interested. ‘The 
proposition to orgunize bank clerks for 
purposes of study, made a year or two 
ago, has resulted in a flourishing society 
of earnest workers. For abort the same 
length of time the principal railroads en- 
tering Chicago have contributed through 
one of the local universities a large 
amount of money for the purpose of af- 
fording to their clerks the opportunity of 
listening to lectures by an expert on rail- 
road topics. Some of the large insur- 
ance companies likewise have been ac- 
customed to hold during a certain period 
of the year a sort of school for the pur- 
pose of teaching to would-be agents the 
fundamentals of the business. 

The action of the Chicago Y. M. C. A. 
in arranging for a series of evening talks 
on various phases of the real estate busi- 
ness is commendable. The plan has been 
tried with success in some other cities, 
and has that about it which should appeal 
‘to a large constituency. The transfer of 
a piece of land has many details con- 
nected with it, and the one who engages 
in the business of an agent, proposing to 
look after such transfers, must have 
knowledge of all of them if he is to.make 
a success of his work. The young man, 
especially, who goes into this business 
soon finds out that he has much to learn. 

The scope of the lecture course is in- 
dicated by some of the announcements, 
these serving also to show the subdivi- 
sions of the business. The management 
of a real estate office, title insurance, 
loans, appraising, advertising; fundamen- 
tal laws governing real estate, taxation, 
apartment and tenement property, and 
management of office buildings are topics 
which are to be treated. The mere read- 
ing of them suggests how wide the field 
of “real estate” is, each one of these 
topies being capable of expansion. It is 
said that the university extension method 
is to be followed in the lectures, the for- 
mal address by the expert in the partic- 
ular field being followed by a class exer- 
cise, in which there may be free inter- 
change of question and answer as further 
information on some point is sought or a 
special feature of the work is still fur- 
ther émphasized. 

The need which these lectures meets in- 
dicates once more the increasing speciali- 
gation of business. It is evident that 
there is something more In the real estate 
business than a desk and an announce- 
ment of readiness to direct inquirers to 
desirable lots or houses. One feature 
after another has been added until ex- 
pert knowledge is essential to success. 


FLAG LAWS UPHELD. 

The Supreme eourt of the United 
States has upheld the constitutionality: of 
the Nebraska law against the use of the 
national flag for advertising purposes, 
This is the first time the highest tribunal 
in the land has been called to pass upon 
such a statute. In the case of Ruhstrat 
vs. People, involving the Illinois flag 
law of 1899, the Supreme court of IIli- 
nois declared the statute unconstitutional, 
and as the state had no power to appeal 
from the decision the flag has been with- 
out protection in this state. In the Ne- 
braska case the State Supreme court up- 
held the statute and thus paved the way 
for an appeal te the Supreme court of 
the United States and a final settlement 
of the question. 

Much of the ground is knocked from 
under the Lllinois decision by the opinion 
delivered in Washington. The [Illinois 
Supreme court held that the United States 
government was the natural protector of 
the flag and that as congress had not seen 
fit to pass any laws for its protection it 
was not the business of any other body. 
The United States Supreme court holds 
that any state has the right to protect 
the national emblem from indignities with- 
in the jurisdiction of that state. The Il- 
linois court held that as the state clearly 
could not prohibit the use of the nationa! 
flag within its borders by all classes of 
| eitizens it had no right to prohibit its use 
by any one. But the United States court 
holds that the prohibition of the use of 
the national flag for such purposes as 
were mentioned in the statute was not 


such an abridgment of personal rights as 
contemplated by the constitution, and in 
other decisions has held that the ques- 
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wrecks of fast trains on curves during | 
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unlimited extension of it would be. 

If no interference is to be feared from 
the national government it remains to be 
considered whether the other grounds 
upon which the Illinois decision was ren- 
dered still hold good. The Supreme court 
was divided, four to three. The four jus- 
tices who gave the majority decision have 
all retired. Two of the three dissenting 
justices remain on the bench. The other 
five justices of the present Supreme court 
of the state have been elected since. It 
js possible that the decision would be 
different if the matter were to come up 
again, especially in view of the,decision 
of the United States Supreme coidrt. 

The opinion of Judge Magruder held 
that the abuse of the flag could not be 
prevented by the police power of the 
state, since it did not cuncern the safety, 
comfort, or welfare of the people of the 
state, however one might deplore such 
abuse on sentimental grounds. But the 
United States Supreme court held in the 
Gettysburg Electric railway case that 
“the stimulation of national and patriotic 
sentiment is an object for which the 
power of eminent domain may be exer- 
cised,” and apparently holds in the Ne- 
braska case that the protection of senti- 
ment is a proper use of the police power. 
The fact that an abuse of the fiag might 
excite such indignation as to lead to pub- 
lic disorder would seem also to place the 
contro] of the use of .the flag within the 
police powers of the state. 

The treatment of the flag by the IIli- 
nois court as property of which no one 
could be deprived, and the citation of de- 
cisions of the United States court recog- 
nizing proprietary rights in trade marks 
containing the flag, seem to have had no 
weight with the court in deciding the 
Nebraska case. The flag is no man’s 
property to the extent that he may abuse 
or insult it, and the right to a trade mark 
does not give the right to defy state laws.

A QUESTION OF FACT. 

Attorney General Stead was asked by 
some republican members of the house 
whether a 2 cent fare law would be con- 
stitutional. He has given an opinion 
which some of the lawyers in the legis- 
lature for unknown reasons call a “ dar- 
ing” one. They would not say so if they 
knew more law. 

The attorney general says the general 
assembly has the unquestioned right to 
prescribe maximum rates of toll for pas- 
sengers, but the rates must be reasonable. 
If the judiciary should hold that they 
were not, the law would be unconstitu- 
tional. In brief, a 2 cent fare law will 
be constitutional if the rate be reasonable. 
Otherwise it will not be. Whether 2 
cents a mile will be reasonable compen- 
sation the attorney general does not pre- 
tend to say. It is a question of fact 
which it does not rest with him to deter- 
mine. 

If the general assembly is in posses- 
sion of data indicating that it will pay 
the railroads to carry passengers for 2 
cents a mile it can with propriety make 
iuat the maximum rate. If it is without 
information on the subject it can still 
enact the law. But it will have to run 
the risk of the law being held void if 
the roads shall take the matter into the 
courts and show that they are being de- 
prived of the reasonable compensation for 
services rendered to which they are en- 
titled.

ture to the family “statutes of his house. 

These have been drawn up by some of 

; -the leading jurists in Servia and re- 
vised by experts in dynastic legislation 
abroad. They are of particular interest, by 
reason of the fact that they are modeled on 
the family statutes of the Austrian and other 
reigning houses of continental Europe, and 
therefore shed light on a branch of juris- 
prudence concerning which the utmost ignor- 
ance exists among the general public. In- 
deed, these family statutes of the reigning 
houses have always been invested with a cer- 
tain amount of mystery and secrecy, since 
they do not figure in the national codes, yet 
govern the conduct and determine the fate of 
all those who can claim to have been born 
on the steps of a throne. 
It was by virtue of these family statutes 
that both Archduke John and Archduke Leo- 
pold of Austria were excluded from the im- 
perial house of Hapsburg, their names being 
removed from the roster just as if they had 
never existed, and the same statutes were in- 
voked to suspend the ex-crown princess of 
Saxony, temporarily and until further notice. 
from the enjoyment of her rights and prerog- 
atives as an archduchess of Austria and 
princess of the royal house of Hungary. It 
is these same family statutes, on the strength 
of which Frederick the Great, as .crown 
prince, was almost put to death by his father, 
and which have consigned other princes and 


princesses to a living death in a madhouse | 


by way of penalty for crimes. 


a 

The family statutes of Servia begin by de- 
claring that the royal family consists of two 
branches—namely: the reigning and the non- 
reigning line. The former consists of the 
king, his elder son, Crown Prince George, his 
younger son, Prince Alexander, his daughter, 
Princess Helena, his brother, the disreputa- 

le Prince Arsene, and the latter’s boy, and 

rince Paul. These alone are entitled to the 
prefix of “royal highness.’’ To the non- 
reigning branch belong Prince Boshidas 
Karageorgeovitch, Prince Alexis Kara- 
georgeovitch (who was over here a few years 
ago in a vain attempt to secure the hand of 
the daughter of one of the great meat mag- 
nates of Chicago), and Princess Sarka Kara- 
georgeovitch, the widowed mother of the 
two princes in question, all three of whom 
make their home in Paris, where they live 
in straitened circumstances. The widowed 
princess and her two sons are only 
entitled to the predicate of ‘‘ serene high- 
ness.”’ 

It is incumbent upon the members of the 
reigning family to belong to the orthodox 
Greek rite, although the princesses may, 
after obtaining permission from the king, 
join a different church, if their conversion 
thereto is rendered necessary by their mar- 
riage to a foreign prince. The king has the 
sole right of designating the residence of each 
member of the reigning house, and they are 
not allowed to change their residence without 
his permission, nor are they permitted to 
quit the kingdom without his explicit sanc- 
tion. 

> 

Neither the princes nor princesses of the 
royal family can contract any valid marriage 
without the sanction of the king. Any mem- 
ber of the reigning house who, after obtain- 
ing permission of the king, contracts a mar- 
riage with a person of nonroyal or bourgeois 
birth, is compelled before the ceremony to 
renounce in the presence of the king, of the 
prime minister, of the president of the legis- 
lature, of the president of the council of state, 
and of the ministers of justice and of war, 
all rights, prerogatives, and immunities as a 
scion of the royal family. The king may al- 
low the member of his family entering upon 
a matrimonial alliance of this kind to retain 
the title borne until then, but on the under- 
standing that under no circumstances will it 
be used either by the other partner to the 
union, or ky the children born thereof. 

I may incidentally state here that tn this 
instance the family statutes of the royal 
house of Servia differ from those of other 
sovereign families. For, whereas in Servia 
a prince-or princess of the bleod marrying 
morganatically is obliged to renounce all 
royal rank, rights, and prerogatives, in 
Austria and in other foreign monarchies no 
such renunciation is exacted, the family 
statutes being content to debar the nonroyal 
party to the marriage and the childref born 
thereof, from the enjoyment of any royal 
rank or statué. 


io 

With regard to the crimes or offenses per- 
petrated by a member of the reigning house 
of Servia, they will be dealt with, not public- 
ly, but in camera, by a special tribunal, pre- 
sided over by the sovereign, or, failing him, by 
the next member of the family in rank and 
seniority. The remainder of the tribunal will 
be composed of the president of the council of 
state, the president of the Supreme court, and 
the president of the highest military court. 
The minister of justice acts as attorney gen- 
eral and prosecutor, and the under secretary 
of state of the department of justice acts as 
clerk of the court. In cases of conviction it 
is the king who issues the decree of judgment, 
countersigned by the minister of war. The 
execution of the sentence is intrusted to the 
military household of the king. 

In matrimonial matters and dissensions of 
the members of the royal family, the holy 
synod, presided over by the metropolitan of 
Servia, determines the issues of the case. In 
purely civil cases the princes and princesses 
of the house are subject to the ordinary tri- 
bunals of the land. Suits against members 
of the royal family will be attended to by 
the controller of the royal civil list and crown 


his family in all civil matters in the various 
courts of the kingdom. Members of the royal] 
family are exempted from being subpcenaed 
to testify in court in the ordinary course. 
Their testimony, must be taken at their resi- 
dence by a magistrate and in private. 


~~ 

Should a member of the royal house, either 
through an incurable malady, or through 
gross misbehavior, demonstrate that he or 
she was unfitted to continue to exercise the 
rights and p pmsl of a member of the 
dynasty, the King summons a family council. 
The latter consists of the grown up members 
of the reigning family, presided over by the 
king. In certain instances the presidents of 
the council of ministers, of the national 
legislature; of the council of state, of the su- 
preme court of appeal, and of the high court 
of military justice, as well as the ministers of 
war, of finance, and of justice, are summoned 
to attend, but merely in a consultatory ca- 
pacity, having, however, no vote. The chief 
of the military household of the sovereign 
acts as clerk of the council. 

The king, with the consent of the family 
council, and after consultation with the om- 
cers of state just mentioned, decides whether 
the defendant should be temporarily or per- 
manently deprived of the royal rights ana 
prerogatives belonging to him or to her by 
birth. In the event of a temporary suspen- 
sion, a majority vote is sufficient. But in cases 
where the forfeiture of all royal rights and 
prerogatives is to be permanent the vote of 
the family council must be unanimous. The 
king, however, has the right to exercise leni- 
ency and even to pardon the defendant by 
annulling the vote. 

ae 

It must thoroughly be understood that a 
prince or princess of the blood forfeiting 
rights as such by virtue of a decree of the 
family council in conseqyence of misconduct 
ceases absolutely to be a member of the 
reigning family. The decree {n such instances 
is communicated by the prime minister to the 


In the event of the sovereign being a minor 
the regents, no matter whether members of 
the royal family or mere statesmen, repre- 
sent him in the family council. 

The new family statutes of the house of 
Bervia likewise indicate the titles and predi- 
cates of its various members and provide 
that each prince of the reigning branch shall 
receive at baptism the star and grand cordon 
of the Order of Karageorgeovitch, while on 
attaining their majority they have a righi to 
the Order of the White Bagle and of st 
Lazarus,

BILLIARDS—SCORE 300 TO 2909. 


Chicago Piayer Misses Necessary 
Tally: by Only a Hair, His Oppo- 
nent Running Out with Seven—In 
the Night Game Dr. L. L. Mial De- 
feats Ferdinand Poggenburg by a 
Score of 300 to 200—Makes Two 
Good Runs. 


New York, March 5.—[Special.]—Edward 
W. Gardner, the present amateur champion, 
beat Fred Conklin of Chicago by one point in 
the second match of the national tournament 
at the Iiederkranz club tihs afternoon, the 
score being 300 to 299. Tonight Dr. L. L. 
Mial defeated Ferdinand Poggéenburg in the 
fastest game of the tournament by a score of 
300 to 200. 

Safety tactics prolonged the afternoon con- 
test, although it produced some spectacular 
caroms. Gardner secured the lead and chose 
the spot ball, the sphere with which Dem- 
arest had won on the previous night. He 
made the regulation opening ghot, counted 
another by a two cushion shot, and missed a 
four cushion effort. The Chicagoan began 
by accumulating 10, in which he displayed 
nerve and accuracy in playing for the sides 
of the bails. Conklin appeared to misjudge 
the speed of the table, however. 

From a good leave Gardner began his 
fourth inning by some difficult manipulation 
of short table method, and he rapidly clicked 
off 20 caroms. As he was about to let go for 
his next carom the spectators arose and 
cheered the entrance of Mark Twain, who 
waved hig hands smilingly and acknowledged 
the compliment. Gardner was so flustrated, 
his back being to the entrance, that he went 
awry on a ridiculously easy cushion shot. 


Mark Twain Interested. 


Mark Twain becamé an interested spectator 
at once. His only sign of approval of more 
difficult shots was a great puffing of his big 
biack cigar and its resulting cloud of smoke. 
He was attired in an almost white dove col- 
ored sult and white tie, in which sparkled a 
jaunty pin. 

Five turns later Gardner played a long 
massé for his seventh count, then by bits of 
nursing and cushion maneuvering added 48 
caroms to his string, making his total 109 for 
ten innings, while Conklin was left with 
only 40. 

Both billiardists plodded along with small 
counts until the eighteenth inning, which 
Conklin began with a series of intricate open 
table shots. Three four cushion drives which 
sent the balls rolling in masses of angles kept 
Mark Twain and the spectatorsina constant 
round of applause. His twelfth carom drive 
in which the cue ball traversed the length of 
the table twice before completing the carom, 
was the best of the dazzling collection. He 
counted 61 caroms, then missed a three cush- 
ion shot by finding a hole around the second 
object ball in the corner. 


Misses Necessary Shot by Hair. 


This run brought Conklin within striking 
distance, as his total was 139, against 142 
for the champion.

DEATH NOT DUE TO FOOTBALL. 


Dr. Williams Denies Former Minnesota 
Player Died from Overtraining for 
Gridiron Games. 


Miinneapolis, Minn., March 5.—[Special.]—‘‘ I 
noticed a statement that the death of Dr. Fred 
Schacht in Seattle was due to overtraining in 
football while in the university,’’ said Dr. H. L. 
Williams, director of athletics today. ‘* This is 
a surprising statement. I do not believe Dr. 
Schacht’s participation in athletics was in any 
way responsible for his death or connected with it. 

‘*I received a telegram from a physician in 
Seattle stating the cause of Schacht’s death was 
acute Bright's disease. He enjoyed football and 
reveled in it. He did not train particularly 
hard, not so hard as many others. He did not 
have to. He was always in condition and had no 
bad habits. He had always been accustomed to 
hard work.all of. his life. After leaving the uni- 
versity three years ago and taking up his profes- 
sional work he dropped suddenly into quiet life and 
became heavy. I was told a year ago he weighed 
260 pounds. 

‘* There seems to be a general tendency when- 
ever a man has been a prominent athlete to ascribe 
his death tO participation in athletic sports. I can- 
not see in the present instance how such a deduc- 
tion can be drawn with any propriety.’’

Is Harriman “Through”? 

The adjournment of congress has still left 
a great many troubles. Certain interests 
in New York seem to attach much impor- 
tance to an expression of opinion with refer- 
ence to Mr. Harriman, of which the follow- 
ing is an extract: 

“The Harriman inquiry is ‘ended,’ an- 
nounce the newspapers. But in Wall street 
and banking circles the question which is 
being soberly asked is whether Harriman 
himself is not ended. THis does not mean 
that his continuing power, through the con- 
trol of great wealth, isin doubt. He has his 
millions, and may go smother himself in 
them. But it is gravely doubted whether his 
days as an active and open manipulator of 
railroad securities are not drawing to a close, 

“What enterprise with which his name 
were hereafter to be connected would not be, 
from the beginning, violently suspected? What 
directorate would in the future think to gain 
public confidence, or to draw investments, by 
displaying E. H. Harriman among its mem- 
bers? Visions of looting, of secret self-voted 
dividends, of stock jobbing, of properties 
squeezed dry by its guardians, would at once 
rise before every man who saw that name, 


; and could read, and had a memory and com- 


mon prudence. It is considerations of this 
order which are shaping the financial opinion 
that Harriman is * through.’ ”’ 

Yesterday the Atchison shares were under 
heavy pressure. It was the general opinion 
that the pool in Atchison common was being 
forced to liquidate. There has always been 
a poolin Atchison common. There was hope, 
cr, at least, talk of an increase in the divi- 
dend rate. Both the hope and the talk have 
disappeared since short term notes have come 
on the money market in such volume, while 
net earnings are showing decreases. These 
are hard days for bull pools, as witness the 
slaughter in Reading and the Hill stocks. 

Inquiry yesterday did not disclose any ru- 
mors of ‘‘ trouble,”’ but they must be shortly 
expected if the present market is to continue 
a few days longer.

Ee INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


The March report of Crop Expert B. W 
Snow of the Orange Judd Farmer, wasissued 
yesterday. It shows a farm reserve of 1,210,- 
000,000 bu corn, or 41.2 per cent of last year’s 
crop. It is the largest farm reserve on record 


The domestic consumption has been and con- 
oe upon AN enormous scale, aggregating 
000,000 bu more during the last twelve 
months than the preceding year, In the sey- 
en surplus estates the present reserve ts 746,- 
oe pets bu, against 670,000,000 bu last year, 
77,000,000 bu in 1905, and 782,000,000 bu in 
os The wheat reserve is estimated at 191,- 
(000 ‘bu, or 24.3 per cent. This compares 
a the estimate of 176,000 000 bu made by 
wane: & year ago, and 158,000,000 bu estimated 
wed the government. The present reserves 
— been exceeded but once, in 1903, when 
— were 194,000,000 bu. The supply avail- 
able for export during the next four months, 
and for stocks on July 1 is about 107,000,000 
bu, compared to 110,000,000 bu last year. The 
farm reserves of oats are estimated at 326, - 
000,000 bu, or 84.9 per cent of the crop. This 
is the smallest, with one exception, of any 
year in the last five. Last year there was 
871,000,000 bu. - In the five leading states the 
reserve is 182,000,000 bu, a shortage in the 
strictly commercial district of more than 10 
per cent. Local reports indicate that the out- 
turn last year was largely overestimated, but 
the figures of the reserve are based on the 
original estimate. From the data secured 
from his correspondents, Mr. Snow believes 
that the government will show a farm re- 
serve for corn of 1,200,000,000 bu; wheat, 180,- 
000,000 bu, and oats, 840,000,000 bu. 


An excellent demand for choice hard spring 
wheat was the feature of the local cash mar- 
ket. No. 2 northern and fancy No. 3 spring 
sold at 82c, which is relatively 2c higher than 
@ week ago, the same quality of wheat eelling 
before the present decline from 78c at the 
same figure. No. 2 red was nominally un- 
changed—244@2%c under May in store. South- 
western markets were about steady relative 
to the futures. Minneapolis spot wheat was 
a shade easier, the premium for No. 1 north- 
ern being 14%@1%c over May, with the eleva- 
tor interests the principal buyers. Stocks in- 
creased 550,000 bu for three days. Seaboard 
reports indicated a better demand than ad- 
vices received by local exporters. Philadel- 
phia wired that Manitoba and No. 2 red wheat 
were being sold from that market daily. New 
York reported a good demand for Manitoba 
wheat and durum from the united kingdom. 
Antwerp was said to be in the market for No. 
2 red, and France inquiring for Manitoba 
wheat for May-June shipment. A sharp de- 
mand for corn existed in the local sample 
market at steady prices. Good sales were 
reported, partly for export. Receivers look 
for a cessation in the big run of corn by next 
week. It is said that Iowa country elevators 
are pretty well cleaned out. The inquiry for 
oats was not as lively as for corn, but a fair 
business was done. Many of the local dealers 
were not offering freely on the decline.

PANICKY CONDITIONS EVIDENT 
AT CLOSE IN NEW YORK. 


Hill Issues Only Ones to Hold Gains 
When Liquidation in Harriman ‘ 
Features Begins—<Atchison, First to 
Break, Off 7 Points at End—B. R. T. 
Drops 6% and Southern Pacific and 
Louisville and Nashville 5—Other 
Financial News.

NEW YORK, March 5.—[Special.)—After 
@n early rally, in whieh there was a 
large demand for Hill stocks on ad- 
vancing figures, the stock market today 
broke badly. Following heavy selling 
in Atchison and Harriman issues, al- 
most the entire list fell in values swift- 
ly. ‘The Hill issues were the only ones which 
held any of their early gains. The heaviest 
losers at the close were Atchison, 7 points off; 
B. R. T., 6% points; and Southern Pacific and 
Louisville and Nashville, 5 points. The gen- 
eral list showed losses up to 3 points. The 
tone at the close was panicky. 

The fall in prices was without any definite 
news to explain it, except for unconfirmed 
rumors of money difficulties, to which the 
urgency of unloading stocks gave color. 

The greater part of the market ignored the 
fall in Atchison, which was unexplained, ex- 
cept that the &peculators feared that the divi- 
dend increase would not be made. The gen- 
eral list held its advances while Atchison 
was coming out in blocks of thousands of 
shares and the prices were declining steadily, 
in spite of heavy sustaining sales, but when 
the Harriman stocks, especially Southern 
Pacific, came out freely, the tone of the mar- 
ket changed and the fall became precipitate. 

Rumors were current that a determination 
had been reached to reduce the dividend: on 
that stock. 

Circumstantial but unverified reports were 
current that arrangements had been per- 
fected by private agreement for taking over 
some of the large holdings of Hiil stocks 
which were overhanging the market. The 
Harriman holdings of the Hill stocks, it was
